The Gettysburg: Chamber of 


Commerce amended its by-laws at 
a special meeting at the Hotel 
Gettysburg1 annex, Tuesday eve- 
ning-, and proceeded to elect a 
governing: body of nine directors. 


The change in the by-laws was 


made upon recommendation of a 
committee 
of which John W. 


Brehm was chairman. This com- 
mittee previously 
recommended 


that the commerce organization 
should be continued, but that no 
new elaborate activities should be 
undertaken at present. 


Dr. Henry W. A. Hansqg. presi- 


dent of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, who presided at the meet- 
ing', said at the outset that "we 
must find a. new approach to a 
problem in which every member of 
I 


the Chamber of Commerce is in- 
terested." 
The president recalled that when 


the commerce body was re-organized 
a year ago the membership decided 
to transact all business in open 
meeting, but that this method of 
procedure has been found cumber- 
some and impractical. 


Committee Reports 


Mr. Brehm then presented the re- 


port of his committee along with 
the amendments to the 
by-laws, 


calling for the election of a board 


_pf nine .directors, modeled on the 


organization 
of " most~" commerce 


bodies in the United States. 
j After the report wa's adopted, 
Resident Hanson appointed a com- 
mittee, comprising James B. Aumen, 
John W. Brehm and D. J. Forney, to 
nominate nine members as directors. 
A short recess was taken, after 
which this committee reported. The 
other members then nominated the 
three members of the nominating 
committee, and the vote was taken, 
resulting in the election of Dr. 
Henry W. A. Hanson, James B. Au- 
men, Eugene V. Bulleit, Moses Bair, 
John W. Brehm, Henry M. Scharf, 
D. J. Forney, Edmund W. Thomas 
and William Allison. 


Serve Till Annual Meet 


Under the amended by-laws, these 


directors will serve until the an- 
nual meeting in December. Nomi- 
nations for members of the board 


I will be made by a nominating com- 


mittee of five appointed by the 
president with the approval of the 
board at the regular meeting in Sep- 
tember, according to the amended 
by-laws. 
After 
nominations 
are 


closed at that meeting, they can- 
not again be re-opened unless the 
number of nominees is less than 
nine, in which event 
additional 


nominations may be made at the 
December meeting, the new by-laws 
state. 


By the new by-laws written into 


the constitution, no new proposition 
or policy presented at a" meeting of 
the membership can be acted on at 
that meeting unless it shall have 
first been presented to the board of 
directors in writing. 


Mr. Bulleit suggested that Presi- 


dent Hanson call the new directors 
together, as soon as possible, for the 
purpose of organizing and formulat- 
ing future activities of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 


At the close of the meeting, four 


of the present officers, three of 
whom were elected to places on the 
board, tendered their resignations so 
that the new board may elect new 
offices. Resignations were received 
from President Hanson, Mr. Bulleit, 
vice president: Mr. Aumen, treas- 
urer, and Fred Biehl, secretary.

may ha\e said flour obtained in ac- 
cordance with section 2 baked into 
bread or processed into food for dis- 
tribution; provided, that no part of 
the expense incident to such baking 
or processing1 shall be paid out of 
of said wheat or Hoar and no part 
of said expense shall be borne by the 
United States or the federal farm 
board. 


"Sec. 3. The federal farm board 


shall keep account of all wheat de- 
livered as authorized in section 1, 
and shall credit-the, account of the 
grain stabilization corporation with 
an amount equal to the current 
market value thereof at the time of 
delivery." 


"The act of congress clearly shows 


to whom the flour b intended, the 
needy and distressed people of the 
United States. Its laws are man- 
datory. No one not in need or dis- 
tress is entitled to any portion' of it, 
It can readily be seen that if the 
flour was given to all who- apply the 
supply would soon be exhausted and 
those in actual need would soon go 
hungry. 


Feed Worthy Persons 


"The National Red Cross who is 


charged by the act of congress with 
the distribution of this flour was 
urged that all care be taken that no 
worthy person be neglected, also that 
those not in need were not to share 
in the distribution. • 


"Many families are applying for 


flour who are not in actual need. 
That was not the intention of Con- 
gress, and community 
chairmen 


should investigate each case and act 
on each case separately. Where there 
are one or two working hi a family, 
that family is npt entitled to flour, 
but when all in a family are out of 
work, even if they do own a small 
property they should receive aid If 
they were refused they would be 
compelled to borrow and'soon their 
home would be taken "from them. 
The additional burden would be on 
the community of providing shelter 
for them. 


"The National Bed Cross has esti- 


mated that 12 pounds of flour is 
sufficient for a family of four for 
seven days: 24 pounds of flour suf- 
ficient for a family of eight for the 
same period. 
This is the amount 


used in making onr estimate for the 
next three months and should be 
strictly adhered.to in making distri- 
bution. 


"Many abuses have come to the 


notice of the committee. Just a few 
days ago a man in Gettysburg aSk- 
ed for a sack of flour. A day later 
his son informed a member of the 
committee that his father had trad- 
ed the flour for whiskey before he 
had reached his home. Another case 
is that of a woman who Eas been 
requesting flour each week and then 
selling the flour in smaller packages. 
Still another case of a man making 
the boast in a local factory that he 
has flour enough to last him all whi- 
ter. There are cases where people ap- 
ply to several agencise each week 
and in a few- instances have been 
successful in getting flour from each 
agency. In the past few days we 
iave had letters from residents of 
the county, and who are working, 
threatening that unless they are sup- 
plied with flour they will report it 
;o the authonties in Washington. In 
each case they were advised that if 
they had a just complaint and could 
satisfy the local committee that they 
were in need they would be taken 
care of. Prom the above it can be 
readily seen that we must be careful 
with the distribution, to see that all 
who are in need are supplied and 
that those not in actual need be re- 
fused.' 


Report Needy Cases 


"The following should be follow- 


ed in all cases and while we may 
offend some we will then be sure 
,hat we are carrying out our in- 
structions as set forth by the act 
of congress and the national Red 


iross, 
"1st. Each community chairman 


of committee 4s and must be the 
iudge as to who are the needy and 
distressed in their community. 


"2nd. Each case should be in- 


vestigated and if found not worthy, 
promptly refused. 


'3rd. No family shall be given 


more than the estimated 12 pounds 
for a family of four each seven 
days or 24 pounds for a family of 
eight for a like period, in this same 
proportion to larger families. 


"4th. Certain 
days should be 


designated each week for distribu- 
tion and persons applying on other 
days should be given aid the first 
time and then informed of the reg- 
ular distribution days. 


"5th. No personal feeling should 


enter into our work, lakes and dis- 
likes must be forgotten and all 
treated on an equal basis, and that 
is, and must be actual need. 


"6th. The decision of any com- 


munity 
committee 
or 
chairman 


must be final. The general com- 
mittee will not interfere with the 
work In any community where they 
know nothing about the condi- 
tions. 


"In conclusion we wish to say 


that no one connected with ,thls 
work is receiving anything, cither 
flour or money, for his work and 
that not one cent has been spent 
for overhead. 


"No worthy person or persons 


need fear to apply as they will 
be taken care of. On the other 
hand, no one not in actual need 
should apply as they will be re- 
fused. 


• If anyone has knowledge of a 


worthy person, and by the word 
worthy we mean people in actual 
need or distressed families where 
all arc out of work, or if the in- 
come of the ones working is not 
sufficient to relieve the distress the 
committee will gladly welcome re- 
ports of such cases either to the 
general committee or the committee" 
in charge where the need exists."

LEADERS ACTIVE 


Chicago, June 29 (AP).—A heated 


dispute over prphibition embroiled 
the democratic platform committee 
today and forced postponement for 
two hours of the opening of the con-> 
vention. 


After the majority of the platform 


sub-committee had agreed upon a 
plank calling for submission of a re- 
peal proposal to the states, dis- 
senters advocating recording the 
party in favor of repeal and im- 
mediate modification of the Vol- 
stead act took the fight for their 
proposal to the full platform com- 
mfitte*. 


In the dispute there, agreement on 


the entire platform was so delayed 
that' It was found impossible to 
present it to the convention at the 
time set for its opening and the ses- 
sion was postponed for two hours. 


Night Session Foreseen 


Not yet quite ready for its big de- 


cision, the convention idled today 
while the platform committee work- 
ed over prohibition and Roosevelt 
leaders maneuvered to consolidate 
the advantage they won yesterday. 


The convention session assembled 


listlessly, far 
behind time, and 


twiddled its thumbs. Hope of get- 
ting the platform adopted and the 
nominating speeches started by mid- 
afternoon faded, and a night session 
seemed in prospect. 


The leaders still expected to get 


to the actual balloting by tomorrow. 


James A. Farley, Roosevelt man- 


aged, said his organization would 
keep hands off the prohibition policy. 
He said the Roosevelt men believed 
it wp^; "the right of every delegate 
to vote as he sees fit on the prohi- 
bition issue." 


"Governor Roosevelt has no pro- 


hibition plank and as far as we are 
concerned our policy is hands off," 
Mr. Farley asserted. 


Traylor Won't Withdraw 


Everywhere, Roosevelt scouts were 


doing missionary work on the nomi- 
nation itself. Some of them were 
talking of Speaker Garner for vice 
president and of a Texas break to 
Roosevelt. There was no tangible 
turn of importance. 


Roosevelt headquarters here today 


disavowed any connections with an 
attempt attributed by Frank Scho-, 
field, manager for Melvin Traylor, 
to Roosevelt supporters, to have 
Traylor withdraw from the conven- 
tion. 


Schofield said that a man whom 


he described as a Roosevelt sup- 
porter had offered him $10,000 to 
withdraw the candidacy of the Chi- 
cago man.

position against

cepted the conference report on it 
by a vote of 35 to 11. 


Savings Exceed $150,000,000 


As it now goes to the White 


House, the measure contains econ- 
omy orders variously estimated to 
cut between $150,000,000 and $165,- 
000,000 out of the annual cost of 
government. The main feature is 
the, compulsory thirty-day payless 
furlough plan for federal employes, 
sponsored 
by President 
Hoover, 


which, it is calculated, will save the 
country 
between 
$88.000,000 
and 


$100.000,000 annually. 


It was only last Saturday thatihe 


senate" rejected the proposed sen- 
ate-house compromise on the bill,

'It de- 
veloped immediately, however, that 
Speaker Garner intended to name

Lindbergh Reaffirms Faith In 
His Servants And 
Dr. Condon. 


Flemington, N.' J., June 29.—Col, 
Charles 
A. 
Lindbergh, 
testifying 
Tuesday in the trial of John Hughes 
Curtis for obstructing justice, flatly 
diverged his stated opinion from the 
prosecution contention the Norfork 
boat builder was “in actual contact’' 
with the kidnappers of the Lind­ 
bergh’s infant son. 
“I don’t believe Mr. Curtis ever 
had contact with the kidnappers,’ 
said the flier. 
There was a hush in the court­ 
room as Lindbergh *told about learn­ 
ing his baby was dead. 
“How did you identify the body?” 
he was asked. 
“By the clothes, and the feet.” he 
replied, quietly. 
Betty 
Qow, 
the 
baby’s 
nurse. 
and looked down whenever 
ie child was mentioned. 
Reaffirm* Faith in Servants 
Colonel Lindbergh reaffirmed his 
faith in the nurse, in Ollie Wheatley, 
the 
butler, 
and 
Mrs. 
Wheatley, 
housekeper, after electrifying 
the 
jury by saying Curtis had told him 
the 
kidnapping 
was 
arranged 
“through a member of my own 
household.” 
“We have only three servants, and 
I have complete confidence in them ” 
he said. 
He also reaffirmed his faith in Dr. 
John F. (Jafsie) Condon, who fu­ 
tilely paid $50,000 of Lindbergh’s 
money to a supposed member of the 
kidnap gang. 


The Liqdbergh recital, replete with 
details 
a 
curious, 
jostling 
erod'd 
strained to hear, teemed to bear out 
the line of offense it was first sup­ 
posed the prosecution would take, 
contending that Curtis invented a 
fantastic tale of bogus negotiations 
and hindered the police search for 
the kidnappers by diverting atten­ 
tion from it. 
The 
last 
minute surprise move 
taken by the state, when Prosecutor 
Anthony M. Hauck, Jr., said the 
state would prove “beyond reson ate 
doubt” that Curtis was in actual 
contact with the kidnappers or their 
representatives, left observers with 
confused opinions. 
Brings Protest From Defense 
The move also brought a storm of 
protest from the defense, who com­ 
plained the defendant was not be­ 
ing tried for the same alleged of­ 
fense which caused his arrest after 
he typed a confession last month 
that the characters in his stories 
were ail “creatures of a distorted 
mind.” 
Colonel Lindbergh testified Curtis 
told him he had been shown some of 
the money the colonel authorized 
Dr. John F. Condon to pay to sup­ 
posed kidnappers as ransom. 
But 
Colonel Lindbergh didn’t see the 
bills. 
He rebated how Curtis had de­ 
scribed members of the gang in de­ 
tail. 
But Lindbergh never saw or 
met them. 
Curtis’ Friend Testifies 
Curtis, too, he testified, described 
minutely the boat on which the baby 
was supposed to be held captive, and 
its 
German 
nurse. 
But 
Colonel 
Lindbergh never saw the boat, de­ 
spite repeated trips by sea in search 
of it.

NEW RATES ON 
POSTAGE W ILL BE 
EFFECTIVE JU LY 


On Wednesday, July 6, the new 
postage rate on first class rn atter 
and airmail will go into effect. 
The 
impression 
that 
the 
new 
rates become effective July I is 
wrong. Remember the date, July 
6, Postmaster John Eckert re­ 
minds the public. 
F. A. Tilton, third assistant 
postmaster, Washington, D. C., 
issues these instructions as to 
rate: 
“Letters and other first class 
matter, including that for local 
delivery at letter carrier offices 
and that for delivery or collection 
by rural star route carriers at all 
offices—three cents an ounce or 
fraction of an ounce. 
“Letters in business reply en­ 
velopes—three cents an ounce or 
fraction of an ounce, plus one 
cent additional for each letter. 
“Air mall—eight cents for first 
ounce or fraction of an ounce and 
13 cents for each additional ounce 
or fraction of an ounce. 
“No change in the rate on 
postal cards, private mailing or 
post cards nor on letters for local 
delivery at offices not having let­ 
ter carrier service.”
